S.O. 1156.—Whereas the Central Government Is of opinion that an Industrial 
dispute exists between the employers in relation to the management of Messrs 
Tlmblo (Private) Limited, Margao and their workmen In respect of the matters 
specified in the Schedule hereto annexed; 

And, whereas the Central Government considers it desirable to refer the said 
dispute for adjudication; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (d) of sub. 
section (1) of section 10 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (14 of 1947), the 
Central Government hereby refers the said dispute for adjudication to the 
Industrial Tribunal (No. 2), Bombay, constituted under section 7A of the said 
Act. 

SCHEDUUt 

“Whether the action of the management of Messrs Tlmblo (Private) Limited, 
Margao, in implementing the final recommendations of the Central Wage Board 
for Iron Ore Mining Industry in respect of the workmen employed in their Iron 
Ore, Mines with effect from the 1st January, 196&, and not from the Ist January, 
1967, as accepted by the Government of India, is justified? If not, to what relief 
are the workmen entitled?" 
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S.O. 11S6.—Whereas by an Order of the Government of India In the Ministry 
of Labour, Eumloyment and Rehabilitation (Department of Labour and Employ¬ 
ment) No. 24/6/09-LRI, dated the 19th March, 1909, an Industrial dispute between 
the employers in relation to the management of Messrs Tlmblo (Private) 
Limited, Margao and their workmen has been referred to the Industrial Tribunal 
(No. 2), Bombay, for adjudlcartlon. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (3) of the 
section 10 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (14 of 1947), the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby prohibits the continuance of thei strike in exl^nco in the said 
mines In connection with the saldl dispute.
